Not until I was leaving the place did I learn th a t the man who played was 
blind. 
I have an idea th a t the blind person sees beauties of which we take i 
no notice, not even dream ing of their import. 
Eyes tell a greater story th an any other feature of the face. They are 
i the windows through which we look into a person s heart. They will te ll; 
the tru th when the lips lie. T heir look can be crueler or kinder th an any 
1 word. The biography of a m an is w ritten truthfully in his eyes.

LATE HURRICANE DAMAGE TOLL HIGH 


By JOHN SELBY 
For once there Is no puzzlement 
over the book of the week, although 
this is the busy season, presses are 
stuttering under their load, and at 
least a hundred books have gone 
over the desk in seven days. 
The book of the week is the new 
Columbia Encyclopedia 
(Columbia 
University Press*. This essays to en­ 
close the essential information now 
current within one volume, and the 
effort has produced a heavy but not 
too unwieldy book. 
Inside it are 
nearly 2.000 pages, about five mil­ 
lion words, more than 52.000 arti­ 
cles—and not a single paragraph. 
In order to save space, paragraphs 
are eliminated from even the long­ 
est articles, which run to 6.000 
words. 
Illustrations were omitted 
for the same reason. Duplication of 
material is practically non-existent, 
but elaborate cross 
indexing 
has 
made it passible to follow out many 
subjects to the bitter end. 
The book contains every incor­ 
porated town in the United States 
with

population 
Every Biblical proper name is there 
and because tile world moves very 
iwlftly, or at least changes nomen­ 
clature with the east of a snake 
sloughing a skin, there are a lot of 
articles on subjects not found in 
previous encyclopedias. 
Heavy wa­ 
ter is one of them. 
Babe Ruth is 
another. 
Eight years were spent on the 
book by the compiling stnff. guided 
by the editor, Clarke F Ansley. It 
is said to be the first original one- 
volume encyclopedia marie in Amer­ 
ica and the first encyclopedia pre­ 
pared and published at an American 
university.
